America that were denied the parents in Europe. 


In the glorious days of America's colonial history there was no 


thought of barring the foreigner because he could not read and 
write. It was in those days that America became synonymous with 
Opportunity. In the earlier years of the Republic the uneducated 
man was welcomed along with the savant. The question of a man's 
book knowledge was never raised in the formative period of the na- 
" tion. 


As a matter of general principle we doubt if we can today de- 


part from tiie custom of earlier years walmit impairing the, value of 
our institutions. Our own ancestors were barbarian/? in the forests 
of Germany. Not so many generations ago they regarded a man 
who strove for an education much as w.; look upon a ''sisuy" today. 
There- is no evidence that moral purpose and strength of character
